Dash Into Hampton Roads. 

Describing the dash of the Prinz Wwil-

well to the rear. The reason for this is 
that just back of the battlefield, well out 

of the. range of artillery, there must be 
points at which the wounded brought in 
from the battlefield are collected. As 
the army advances or retires these points 
must move with it. As, then an evacua- 
tion hospital must be ready .o move at 

any time, it is impossible to establish a 
regular hospital and give the wounded 

the complete attention which they only 

can get with safety to themselves in such 

a hospital. 


Continuous Seseden of Ambulances.

The kidneys do not manufacture sugar. 
They merely reniove sugar from the blood 
The blood of ail people contains sugar. 
In @ normal person the sugar of the biood 
is burned inte cartionte acid. Sugar is 
manufactured everywhere in the body. 
Some of it is made from starch; some from 
fat, and some from protein, Some of it 
ie absorbed as sugar from the food; some 
ia taken in the food as starch and con- 
verted inte sugar by the digestive appa- 
ratus. The surplus sugar is stored as 
glycogen. Some of the blood is made from 
glycogen, the stored sugar surplus. 

When the sugar in the blood is in ax- 
cess and the sugar appears in the urine, 
the common way to begin treatment is 
by cutting off that part of the sugar «x- 
cess which comes from the diet.

That there may be differences of opinion 
ae to what university activities should be 
increased and what curtailed goes to 
show intelligence and interest in the tn- 
stitution This is the people's instite- 
tion, and they have a right to dictate as 
far as they think desirable.

as great and useful as possible. * 

There ie ne antagonism to the univer~ 
sity tn Wisconsin. It will be given all 
the financial eupport it needa. Juet now 
there is a complaint that the peopie have 
not been given as niuch “inside” in- 
formation es they desire regarding the 
workings of the institution.

In paying tribute to Prof. Henderson 
the speakers touched on the fact that his 
work for the unemployed is believed to 
heave cost him his life. Prof. Graham Tay 
lor declared the passage of the bill “would 
not only assist in relieving the sufferings 
and evils caused by unemployment, but — 
would be the finest memorial to the great 
man whose memory we are celebrating.” 


Must Perpetuate His Work. 
“We must not fail now in carrying on 
his work.” added Dr. Emil G, Hirsch, - 
pastor of Sinai temple. “ In thunder tones 
we must insist that the state legislature 
and authorities seriously study the leg 
acy of our friend, Prof. Henderson.” 

By a ribing vote the audience adopted 
resolutions embodying these sentiments. . 
“ His death was largely due to his sac- 
Tificial devotion to the welfare of those in 
need of help and friendship,” was one 
clause of the resolutiona
